The next step, of course, is that as national 
groups they demand that the same law of force be applied against other 
national groups. And that means preparation for applying such force, and 
war as the only alternative. 

The answer to the question propounded above is that the heart of man 
is wrong. Mankind has not yet risen high enough, nor educated itself to the | 
point where peace on earth and goodwill among men is really and truly de- 
sired. Mankind still prefers to live and rule by force, still prefers to act on 
the theory,—it is not a principle,—that Might is Right. Once man as an in- 
dividual changes his viewpoint he will find politicians both ready and anxious 
to accept and act upon it; the armament makers will find themselves with- 
out an occupation; freed of all the restrictions and obstructions imposed by 
individual and corporation selfishness and the evils of narrow nationalism, 
the economic system will operate successfully. 

The bringing of peace on earth and goodwill toward men is not a mat- 
ter of law; it cannot be brought about by force; it must come, because it is 
the only way it can come, through change in the hearts of men. It will be | 
a@ slow growth, a development to which every true lover of peace and every 
betiever in the power of goodwill is called upon to lend his or her example 


and influence. Railing at others will achieve little; peace must be lived 
goodwill practised. a i eae

The gambling element in farming, 
the’ destruction of crops through in- 
sects and adverse weather, those 
natural forces’ that in the past have 
broken the ‘hearts, and bankrupted’ 
millions of individual farmers and 
caused economic disruptions in na- 
tions, will be lessened in the future 


. and eventually largely controlled if 


the work of the entomologist reaches 
the extent now ‘forecast. 

This picture was drawn in the Do- 
minion-wide conference of entomolo- 
gists held in Ottawa. ° 

The economic side of the work of 
the insect men, expressed in the co- 
operation of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments, was demonstrat- 
ed in the announcement that $100,- 
000,000 was saved in Canada last 
year, in lessened damage to plant life, 
crops and other products. 

Of this amount $50,000,000 was 
saved in combatting ravages of 
grasshoppers on the prairies, - al- 
though these pests took a terrific toll 
from the whet farmers. 

The grasshoppers pest was promi- 
nently before the conference *ut it 
was stressed that th's is only one 
of the many pests taking economic 
to'l in destroying crops. Cut worms. 
wire worms, and 3.000 other destruc- 
tive insects were directly before the 
conference and were named as con- 
stituting a distinct menace, with al- 
most incredible destructive power. In 
Canada over 30,000 insects have been 
classified by the entomologists. 

Following the conference an an- 
nouncement on the findings on grass- 
hoppers alpne will be released by the 
department of agriculture. + 

How the weather man and the 
agriculture experts, entomologists 
and others, are co-operating with the 
various governments to take the 
gamble out of farming, was told the 
conference by J. Patterson, Toronto, 
director of the Dominion meteor- 
ological. bureau. 

How the government breeds para- 
sites and releases them to combat 
the commercially dangerous insects 
was described by A. B. Baird, Belle- 
ville, Ontario.

Want Canadian Turkeys " 


One British Buyer Considérs Them 
Best Birds Imported 

One splendid effect of the high 
quality of the large shipments of 
Canadian turkeys to ‘the British 
Christmas market during the past 
two seasons is being shown bv the 
outspoken anticipation of Brit'sh 
buvers with reference to Canada’s 
forthcoming offering this Christmas. 
Formerly there was unquestionably 
some risk involved in transporting 
chilled poultry over some 6.000 miles 
but the trial shipment of 80000 tur- 
keys in 1932 to the British Isles re- 
moved any doubt about the delivery 
of Canadian poultry in good condi- 
t‘on. In the following year, still 
more turkeys and chickens were 
shipped with such success that Bri- 
tish buvers are still talking about 
the high quality of Canadian birds 
and the expert Manner in which they 
were packed. 

If further evidence were reauired 
that the British market is looking to 
Canada for supplies of Christmas 
turkey, the following comments of one 
of the principal buvers may be auot- 
ed from the British Produce Trede 
Journal: “Reearding’ sources of sup- 
ply from which we.expect turkeys for 
the Christmas trade proper, we must 
not forget Canada, which will, we 
think, be exporting good supplies of 
this class of bird during December.

Insect Pest Control 


Entomologists Advocate Five-Year

Continental Europe and particularly 
its Balkan corner has shown realistically the evils of such a 
course. 

So it looks as though there was nothing to do but “grin and 
bear” the situation. The west is helpless and the maritimes are 
helpless.

-At the close of the market last week 
end Liverpool prices for various 
wheats were: Argentina Rosa Fe 63%, 
Austrailian wheat 716-8c, No. 2 Man- 
itoba Atlantic 93%c. 

France has declared her intentions 
of abolishing minimum prices for 
domestic wheat, She is also planning 
on denaturing some 18 million bushels 
of wheat to be exported for cattle 
eed. 

Argentina is shipping corn and oats 
to the United States. 


WORLD WHEAT CHAMPION 


At Chicago, for the seventh time in 
11 years, Alberta captured the world 
title In wheat. This year’s victor was 
John B. Allsop of Wembly, 20 years 
old, a native of Calgary, and member 
of the Grand Prairie junior grain club. 
He farms near Herman Trelle, former 
world wheat champion, and won at 
Chicago with Reward wheat weigh- 
ing 66.6 pounds per bushel.He is the 
first junior farmer to win the title. 

This is the twentieth time in 
twenty-four years that Canade has 
won the world crown at the Chicago 
International Hay and Grain Show.

“Beonomically unsound and wrong 
in principle,” is the way 'W. T. Hill, 
president of W. T. Hill & Co., live- 
stock dealers and feeders of Leth- 
bridge, brands the proposed live- 
stock marketing act sugested for 
Alberta. 


Mr. Hill, being a_ lifelong pro- 
ducer and for the past 15 years a 
feeder and dealer in_ livestock, is pre- 
pared, he says, to support any revised 
plan of marketing livestock that is 
right in principle and economically 
sound in order that prices may be ob- 
tained sufficiently high to pay over- 
head and a reasonable profit. 


The Alberta scheme Is almost iden- 
tical to that of the Saskatchewan 
scheme. It ig a deliberate attempt, 
he says, to establish a 100 per cent. 
compulsory pool, and will no doubt 
be managed by a few ‘ot 
would-be dictators. It is an insinua- 
tion that livestock producers of Al- 
berta, though they have brains enough 
to produce their livestock, lack suffi- 
cient braing to market it, It is also

Little Journeys In Science 


LIQUID AIR | 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


All gases, if cooled and compressed | 
sufficiently, may be changed into 
liquids, or even into solids. 


Sulphur 
dioxide (the gas which is produced 


when sulphur burns in air) is easily | 
converted into a liquid, but other | 
including hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, are very difficult to liquify. The 
liquefaction of helium by the Dutch 
scientist Kamerlingh Onnes, in 1908, 
was regarded as a great scientific 
achievement. 

Liquid air was first obtained. about 
fifty years ago and since then it has 
been used commercially, the method 
of producing it having been continu- 
ally improved. It is made in large 
quantities by an intricate machine in 
which the air is compressed and cool- 
ed. The point at which the air be- 
comes liquid is called the “critical 
temperature”. Liquid air boils at 
-190 degree centigrade. When such 
objects as a rubber ball, an egg, a 
piece of meat or a flower are placed 
in the Mquid they become nearly as 
brittle as glass. When a tea kettle 


filled with liquid air is placed on a} 


block of ice it boils vigorously, for 
the ice is hot as compared to the 
liquid air. 

Liquid air is used chiefly in the 
production of nitrogen, oxygen and 
argon, and is also used as a cooling 
agent. When mixed with charcoal it 
forms a powerful blasting explosive 
since the charcoal burns in it. 

It was first thought that liquid air 
would be used widely for refrigera- 
tion, for cooling and ven 
rooms, and for the destruction of 
bacteria, but because it is expensive

End Of Great Navy. 
Last Of Big German Battleships 
Being Broken Up 

While the naval] discussions in 
London are seemingly futile in regard 
to limitation, the end of what was 
once the’ second most powerful navy 
afloat is being encompassed at the 
former British naval dockyard known 
as Rosyth, just beyond the Forth 
bridge. There the wartime German 
navy is being dissected and broken 
up under the melting qualities of 
acetylene torches and the hammer 
blows of hydraulic tools. 

When the Germans by pre-arrang- 
ed signal scuttled their surrendered 
fleet at Scapa Flow they thought that 
was the end of their navy. Probably 
they thought the job of raising an 
entire navy was too big to be at- 
tempted. There were 12 battle cruis- 
ers, and the entire outfit was valued 
at about $300,000,000.. But the sal- 
vaging job was done, although it 
took fourteen years to do it. 

And now at Rosyth these former 
proud German warships are being 
beaten into plowshares. Several hun- 
dred thousand tons of steel, iron, 
brass and bronze are being cut out of 
them until there is nothing left re- 
sembling a ship. The common grades 
of steel are sold to industries that 
make rails, which are being shipped 
all over the world. Much of the bet- 
ter grade is being bought by auto- 
mobile manufacturers, The highest 
grade of all, that which was arm- 
ored turrets, goes to toolmakers, 
shipbuilders and engine makers. Some 
of it, in fact, has been resold to Ger- 
many, where it may even reappear in 
the recreated pocket battleships. 
Brass goes to clockmakers, instru*! 
ment makers and various other in- 
dustries. The bronze from the heavy 
propellors and gun fittings is sold to 
other propellor makers, bell makers 


|}and other users of bronze.

Mandate Against Queues 


Chinese Police Given Authority To 
Enforce Order 

The recent order tssued by Nan- 
king that the wearing of queues and 
the custom of binding the feet of girl 
children must be discontinued im- 
mediately has been literally taken to 
heart by the-authorities of Taian, in 
Shantung province, according to et- 
ters received in Shanghai from mis- 
sionaries stationed in that region. 

All police officers, especially those 
stationed at the gates of the city 
have been armed with shears and 
orders have been issued to the effect 
that if the mandate-against the wear- 
ing of queues {is not voluntarily 
obeyed, the policemen are to enforce 
it. In several cases, the police have 
not given the offender a chance to 
dispose of his queue himself, but 
have snipped off the offending braid 
with practically no ceremony whatso- 
ever. 

The order against foot-binding also 
states that women under the age of 
80 whose feet have been bound must 
take off the wrappings and allow 
their feet to develop naturally. This 
part of the order has been practically 
disregarded in the country districts. 


Blue Uniforms Discarded 


Soldiers Of France Will Wear Dust- 
Colored Outfit 

The world's armies are getting 
back to earth. 

A recent French order that artil- 
lery men discard their colorful sky- 
blue uniforms brought the last major 
military power into the ranks of 
those whose soldiers wear drab uni- 
forms, a National Geographic Society 
bulletin said, The new French uni- 
forms will be dust-colored.

Canada’s Eastern Arctic 
New Publication Contains Much In- 

formation Regarding Northern 

Canada 

One of the most informative, and 
interesting —- even fascinating — pub- 
lications to be got out by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada thio year is 
“Canada’s Eastern Arctic’, just 
issued by direction of Hon. Thomas 
G. Murphy, Minister of the Interior. 
Canada's Arctic possessions are, geo- 
graphically, divided by Nature into 
two parts--the Western Arctic, 
reached from the Pacific ocean and 
down the Mackenzie river; and the 
Eastern Arctic to which access <8 
gained from the Atlantic ocean and 
Hudson bay. It is with Canada’s 


Eastern Arctic that this publication 
deals, and it will surprise many to} 


sociate with the mournful death of 
Henry Hudson and the last gallant 
but unsuccessful effort of Sir John 
Franklin and his followers, now con- 
tains a number of communities and | 
organizations including, 9 Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police detach- 
ments, 5 direction finding stations, 
60 trading posts, 2 medical officers of 
the Department of the Interior, 24 
mission stations, 2 mission hospitals, 
and 2 mission residential schools. 
(Day classes are conducted at other 
stations by the missionaries wherever 
they have an opportunity). 

There is in this publication, first, a 
very brief historical review of the 
period from the time of Ericsson, 
(son of Eric the Red), down to the 
present, with its succession of great 
names such as those of Cabot, Fro-| 
bisher, Davis, Hudson, Baffin, Foxe, 
Parry, Ross, Franklin, Rae, M’Clin- 
tock and Back, adventurers all, 
searching for the Northwest Passage | 
and to make known the mytseries of 
the Ultimate Pole. Then follows a 
series of chapters or sections on 
Location and Extent, Climate and 
Weather, Government and Adminis- 
tration, Population, Missions, Schools 
and Hospitals, Industries, Fluctua- 
tions in Wild Life Mammals, Eski- 
mo Dogs, Birds, Fish, Flora, and 
Geology. There are two appendices, 
one showing how a wild life investi- 
gator of the Department of the In- 
terior lays out and pursues his work 
in the Arctic field, and the other giv- 
ing a list of the places shown on the 
accompanying map with notes as to 
the population, police posts, trading 
posts, missions, medical officers, hos- 
pitals and so on. 

All these sections contain most im- 
portant and at the same time most 
interesting information. The size of 
the region is tremendous, and the) 
means of reaching Canada’s Eastern 
Arctic and of moving about therein 
are set forth. The climate is not so 
severe as generally imagined, com- 
parisons with other parts of the Do- 
minion being presented. The govern- 
ment of the area by the Commis- 
sioner and Council of the Northwest 
Territories, responsible to the Gov- 
ernor in Council and the Minister of 
the Interior is described. Many in- 
teresting facts are brought out re- 
garding the population, white and} 
native, the industries and institutions 
of the North. For example the tiny 
lemming, cousin to our field mouse, 
has been shown by Canadian Govern- 
ment investigators. to be a most im-
